BOSTON NEW YORE CHICAGO LONDON 
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LABOR TROUBLES IN NORWAY 


Following Strike of Miners the Norwegian Employers’ Federation 
Locks Out the Mill Men—Time for Struggle Between Cap- 
ital and Labor Deemed Favorable—Market for Pulp 
Is Expected to Strengthen—Will Not Be Felt 


Here Before September-October 
© 


Following the many recent meetings held by the Central Labor 
Organization and the Central Employees’ Organization, a general 
lockout was declared last Saturday in the Norwegian pulp mills. 
The lockout by the Norwegian Employers’ Federation came as the 
result of a strike by the miners of Norway. The Employers’ Fed- 
eration embraces the principal chemical and mechanical wood pulp 
mills and paper industries of that country. It is estimated that fully 
35,000 men are involved in the strike and lockout. 

While many importers in the United States have received cables 
to this effect from their agents and representatives abroad, no 
details as to the cause of the break between the mill owners and 
their employees have as yet been received. 

When questioned on the situation Tuesday by a representative 
of THE Paper TRADE JouRNAL, local importers said that although 
conditions were ripe for a long drawn out struggle, they did not 
believe the trouble would extend over any length of time, as 
Norwegian workmen, on account of the many recent shutdowns, 
were not in a position to hold out for their wants. 

Although importers do not know the exact cause of the trouble, 
it seems to be the consensus of opinion that it had its origin in 
the old question of hours, or wages, or both, among the miners. 
This is what caused the general lockout in the Swedish and Nor- 
wegian mills in 1907 and 1909, resulting in many weeks’ shut- 
downs before a settlement was effected. At that time the men were 
supposed to have signed a three years’ agreement with the mill 
owners, which expired several days ago. 

The last lockout lasted about three months, but importers who 
are in close touch with the trade situation on the other side seem 
to be of the impression that a quick settlement of the present 
break will be made. It is understood that employers are doing 
everything to adjr&t matters. 

The condition of the pulp market is much stronger now than in 
1909, there being no big stocks on hand on the other side, as was 
then the case. 

According to advices the Norwegian workmen seem to be bent 
on fighting, and the probability is that the struggle will turn out 
a tough as well as a protracted one. The time for engaging in 
such a conflict is considered by the manufacturers of cellulose and 
pulp to be rather opportune, and it is estimated that if the trouble 
remains in force for a similar period to that in Sweden in 1909 
the condition of the market will be materially improved. 

The effect of the strike will not begin to be felt in the United 
States before September 15 or October 1, as most of the mills 
have either shipped or are holding for shipment sufficient orders 
to supply the demand until then. After that time, however, Ameri- 
can mills will probably be seriously affected by the curtailment of 
Norwegian pulp.

Good for the New Company—American Paper for Half 
Tone Work Better Than British—Canadian Pulp in 
Demand—Pulp for Spinning Purposes Described 
by Inventor—A Plan to Push Business 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Lonpon, June 28, 1911.—The coronation created a large demand 
for esparto paper for the illustrated souvenir editions of the news- 
papers, as this material makes a beautiful clear white paper and 
the best suited for the printing of half-tone blocks. It was stated 
at the first meeting held recently of the Algerian Esparto Grass 
Company, Limited, that Continental makers were beginning to 
realize for the first time the utility of esparto grass, and the com- 
pany had contracts in view with French and German firms for the 
supply of 30,000 tons annually: 

The company in question was only formed in February last in 
order to acquire the right of collecting and selling esparto over an 
area of about 114,412 acres in the district of Rahoman-Gherara in 
Algeria. In compliance with the terms of the concession grass 
can only be pulled about eight months in the year, March 1 to 
July 1 being a close time. It was stated at the meeting, however, 
that when the concessions are in full working order 30,000 tons can 
easily be obtained in the eight months. The company, moreover, 
believe that they have the finest selection of esparto in Algeria in 
the conceded area. In October next the Government railway will 
be brought to within 30 miles of the property, and the cost of 
transport, which has hitherto been one of the greatest difficulties 
in the development of the Algerian grass industry, will be consid- 
erably lessened. If, as stated, however, the company is only able to 
collect 30,000 tons per annum, they seem to be biting off more than 
they will be able to chew in the way of contracts, for besides the 
Continental orders anticipated they have contracted for the supply 
of 300 tons a month to one British mill, and are negotiating con- 
tracts for the supply of 6,000 and 8,000 tons, respectively, to two 
other manufacturers in this country. 


AMERICAN AND BritisH Propucts CoMPARED. 

Speaking of the best kinds of paper for bringing up half-tone 
blocks, those who handle American and English journals often 
comment on the superior effect produced by your printers. Either 
by appearance or by feel it is possible at once to detect an Ameri- 
can from an English publication without reference to the text. 
The American productions invariably have a brighter and glossier 
appearance than the British, while they feel brittle and harsh to 
the touch. This paper gives a better impression from blocks, and 
several British firms used the American paper on this account, but 
subsequently gave it up, as it is liable to split when used on fast 
running rotary machines. It is also said that American “news” 
has a tendency to run unevenly in the thickness, owing to the 
higher speed at which the paper making machines are run in 
America, as compared with the speed of British machines. The 
difference in the two classes of paper is due to the fact that until 
recently the British mills have used almost exclusively wood pulp 
from Scandinavia, which produces different results in manufacture 
from the American wood pulp. Some manufacturers here have ob- 
tained the best results from a combination of the Swedish and 
American pulp, which, it is claimed, secures the harder finish of the 
American paper combined with toughness of the British product. 
The American style of paper is, however, much appreciated for 
typewriting and clerical purposes, and several British mills are mak- 
ing these goods, which sell at 8 and 10 cents a pound, but are said 
not to have quite as good a finish and firmness as the real Ameri- 
can article. Several British mills are now buying a lot of Canadian 
pulp, which also produces a harder paper than Swedish. 


Coronation Increases Demand for Esparto Paper—Prospects

INTERESTING EXHIBITS. 

The paper making industry is represented at the Coronation: Ex- 
hibition at the White City, London, by several interesting exhibits. 
The Daily Chronicle shows a full sized machine reel from one of 
their 156 inch machines at Sittingbourne, and by the side of this 
is to be seen a reel made by a little model paper making machine 
made by T. J. Marshall & Co., Limited, the dandy roll makers, of 
London. The machine makes a perfect reel in miniature, and 
gives a good idea of the vast amount of machinery necessary to 
produce the extra large reel shown by the Chronicle. A weekly 
illustrated paper, the Sphere, shows samples of material in its 
various stages of manufacture from the raw esparto to the fin- 
ished article. 

YARN FROM PINE FIpre. 


Manchester continues to be interested in the manufacture of 
yarn for textile purposes from pine fibre under the improved proc- 
ess invented by Carl P. Hellburg, of Sweden, about which I have 
already written. Mr. Heilburg now states that his scheme for 
starting the industry on a practical commercial basis is dependent 
upon acquiring a forest of about 30,000 acres with a water power 
of about 5,000 horse power. From such an estate the yearly pro- 
duction, he says, ought to be about 5,000 tons of paper, which 
amount could be produced “for all time to come,” and if such an 
estate was in a favorable situation the best woods could be bought 
from adjacent plantations, enabling the prospective company to get 
enough wood for 40,000 to 50,000 tons of paper per year for the 
future. “If,” continues Mr. Hellburg, “the undertaking be estab- 
lished on the lines I have mentioned, and it commences spinning 
about 5,000 tons per annum, and in eight different widths, vary- 
ing from two-twelfths to one-half inch, prices in natural, white and 
brown color would be, respectively, about 1%, 1%, 1%; 14, 15%; 
134, 2 and 2% pence per pound. From the German paper spinning 
mills I had quotations in 1909, the cheapest prices being 3d. up to 
434d. per pound in natural, white or brown.” I have been privi- 
leged to see Mr. Hellburg’s paper (as read before the Manchester 
Textile Institute) in the manuscript, and it contains some interest- 
ing remarks on the subject not before available. He says in part: 
“Of late years the first attempts to spin paper were made in the 
United States, and the product was principally used for making 
mats. In New York a manufactory has been in existence for this 
purpose for twenty years, and I have seen samples of the products 
in the large shops in Paris, where they seem to find a ready sale. 
In my opinion in order to obtain an absolutely first class yarn from 
pine fibre finished paper made from the best sulphite or sulphate 
pulp must be used, this pulp to be made from the slowly growing 
white pine that is found in Russia, Finland, Sweden, Canada and 
the United States. The spinning of the yarn from finished paper 
gives it a suitable strength. It has also been proved from trials 
that I have made that Swedish kraft paper gives a yarn 20 to 25 
per cent. stronger than other kinds of paper.” Mr. Hellburg goes 
on to assert that it is not cheaper to produce the yarn from pulp 
than from finished paper, as the pulp to be “spinnable” must be 
subjected to the same treatment as in paper making, with the 
exception of finishing. In conclusion he points out that there is no 
paper at present made especially for spinning purposes, and all his 
trials had been made with common wrapping paper. He anticipates 
better results when specially made paper could be utilized. I may 
add that Germany already uses about 5 tons per day of “half- 
pulp” for spinning purposes, but, as Mr. Hellburg points out, the 
price of the product under present conditions of manufacture has 
prevented it being widely used. 

METHOD To PusH BUSINEss. 

A new method of pushing business is to be adopted by John 
Allen & Sons (Ivydale), Limited, an old established English paper 
making concern that was last year formed into a limited company. 
The firm is noted for the excellence of its tub sized writings, and 
at the first annual meeting of shareholders recently the directors 
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were able to announce a dividend of 7% per cent. on both ordinary 
and preference shares. The chairman announced that a sample 
book of all the writings produced by the mills would be sent to 
the shareholders, who were urged to insist on the supply of the 
firm’s papers by the local stationers. 


The Paper Makers’ Directory of All Nations 

The Paper Makers’ Directory of All Nations for 1911, published 
by Dean & Son, Ltd., 160a Fleet street, London, has just reached 
this market. This is the twentieth edition of the directory. Some 
idea of its scope may be gleaned from the fact that it embraces a 
total of over 5,000 mills. 

To carry out the international character of the work it has been 
given three registered titles—“Paper Makers’ Directory of All Na- 
tions,” “Internationales Adress-Buch Sammtlicher Papier-Fabri- 
kanten der Welt” and “Annuaire de la Papeterie de toutes les Na- 
tions.”

. Water Shortage Up-State 

Troy, N. Y., July 12, 1911.—The city of Cohoes is facing a water 
famine, and unless relief comes soon the situation will be serious. 
As a result of an injunction procured by mill owners restraining 
the Cohoes Hydraulic Company- from conserving water, after the 
latter had threatened to shut off the supply owing to litigation over 
power rights, some of the mills have been compelled to shut down. 
Thousands of gallons of water have been permitted to run to 
waste, and this, with the prolonged drought, has caused scarcity 
of water and the entire city is suffering. The Hydraulic Company 
says that it is powerless to act, as the injunction restrains them 
from storing water at night as has been its practice. The city 
authorities will take action to have the injunction vacated.

Western Massachusetts Mills Running Full—Chicago Market 
Suffers from Excessive Heat—Slow Demand, With Firm 
Prices, Prevails at Boston—A Little More Active in the

Comparatively few complaints were heard among the mill owners 
during the past week, according to advices received from corre- 
spondents. Notwithstanding the excessive heat throughout the 
country the majority of mills were kept busy filling routine orders. 
While the volume of business has not been large, it has been of 
sufficient proportions to keep most manufacturers active. The 
water situation is the one troubling factor at present, as evapora- 
tion is taking place very rapidly during these hot days. Many 
of the mills are putting restrictions on their water powers, and the 
majority of manufacturers of ground wood pulp have been com- 
pelled to curtail operations. In some sections reports show that 


the output has been reduced 75 per cent. during the past ten days. 
The business during the past week transacted at the jobbing 
centres consisted largely of a routine of small sized orders, and 
nothing startling developed. Throughout the East and West the 
trade has been greatly affected by the extremely hot weather, inter- 
mingled with the effects following a holiday coming at the first of 
Notwithstanding this, prices have remained firm.

BUSINESS HOLDS FAIRLY WELL

Dominion and Ontario Governments Dispute Over Water Powers 
—Improvements on the Ottawa—More Water Needed in 
Cornwall Canal—Protection for Algonquin National 
Park—Ontario Resources to Be Investigated — 


Timber Areas to Be Explored, Etc. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Ottawa, Canada, July 11, 1911.—Pulp and paper factories are 
enjoying a regular and sufficient supply of power for manufactur- 
ing purposes. There is still trouble, however, with wood being 
hung up on streams where the water is low. Not before next 
summer will Ottawa and Hull derive any material benefit from 
the system of dams and reservoirs under construction in the upper 
reaches of the Ottawa River. The work is slightly delayed on 
account of the claims of riparian owners whose lands will be 
flooded as a result of the new dams. An effort will be made to 
settle all the claims amicably. By the time of next spring’s freshets 
the conservation works will likely be far enough advanced to hold 
back a great volume of the water which has gone to waste every 
year. The changed conditions are likely to improve the supply 
of water used for domestic purposes in Ottawa and Hull. The 
Capital City is not waiting on that contingent for a purer source of 
drinking water. A company of experts is investigating among the 
lakes on the Gatineau, and if a good source can be found an im- 
mense sum will be spent on a water system connecting with Ottawa.

A Disastrous Forest Fire 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Canada, July 11, 1911.—A disastrous forest fire in the 
Porcupine mining district, which broke out about July 3, destroyed 
millions of feet of lumber and pulp wood. Hon. Frank Cochrane, 
Minister of Mines for Ontario; J. L. Englehart and Denis Murphy, 
of the Temiskaming Railway Commission, and R. Shillington, 
M. P., were in the centre of the fire swept region when the blaze 
was at its worst. Some of them escaped in canoes and others 
reached safety through a bush just as the fire closed in behind them. 
A sawmill and several houses at South Porcupine were burned 
and several mining camps destroyed or badly damaged. Mr. Engle- 
hart states that the lumber destroyed includes cedar, tamarac, white 
pine, maple and many other sorts of the best quality. he 


Dispute Over Water Power Between Dominion and Ontario 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Ortawa, Canada, July 11, 1911.—Dominion Government authori- 
ties are much concerned over the claim of the Ontario Govern- 
ment to control over all water power rights in the province. 
In pursuance of an act passed last session Hon. Mr. Cochrane, 
Ontario Minister, has written to Hon. Geo. P. Graham, Dominion 
Minister of Railways and Canals, taking this stand. Mr. Graham 
says in regard to the situation: 

“The courts have held that where a lease was given by the 
provincial government of land bordering on the shore, it carried 
with it the bed of the stream. The act recently passed by the On- 
tario Legislature declares, in short, that the Government in granting 
these leases never intended that they should include the beds of the 
streams, and, consequently, that where the Dominion Government 
has acquired right from their riparian owners these did not carry 
any rights at all to the powers. 

“The Ontario Government, while admitting the possibility of 
Federal authority to take water from lakes and streams for navi- 
gation purposes, insists that any power incidentally developed by 
the construction of dams shall remain under provincial jurisdiction. 
That, therefore, while the Dominion may construct the works 
necessary for navigation purposes, it is not entitled to any revenue 


from any water power that may have been even temporarily de- 
veloped. 

“Whatever may be the result of the difference of opinion be- 
tween the governments, it is hardly likely anything will occur to 
prevent the people from getting the cheap power some are now 
enjoying, and which is in the reach of others through the works 
the Dominion Government is carrying on.” :.. 


The Algonquin National Park 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, July 10, 1911.—Algonquin National Park, in 
which exists an immense amount of highly valuable timber, is 
certainly not suffering for lack of governmental protection. A 
short time ago the Minister of Forests bought out the existing 
timber licenses, which were the last relics of private right in that 
public domain. The other day the Government sought to protect 
the area from trespass by additional restrictions on tourists and 
all other visitors, who provided heretofore a rich revenue from 
their travel. A stiff entrance fee, with license fees for fishing, 
are now payable by all who would take advantage of the park 
privileges. i 


Investigating North Ontario Resources

Toronto, Canada, July 10, 1911—The Board of Trade of To- 
ronto, which includes several prominent paper manufacturers and 
ground wood dealers, made an excursion covering several days 
into the heart of northern Ontario, investigating the resources and 
development of the district. The members expressed themselves 
as greatly impressed with the quality and extent of the pulp wood 
areas, which lie on every side of the Temiskaming & Northern 
Ontario Railway, by which they traveled. There is no doubt that 
the journey will bring practical results in so far as any future. 
developing and exploiting of the pulp areas in the North are 
concerned. 5 


Forest Engineers in Canada?

Toronto, Canada, July 10, 1911.—“Do we need forest engineers 
in Canada?” A discussion of this subject was presented last week 
before the summer school for teachers at Queen’s University, 
Kingston, James Lawler, secretary of the Canadian Forestry Asso- 
ciation, addressing the school at some length. He presented a re- 
view of Canada’s forest wealth, showing that it amounted to $166,- 
000,000 in 1909. He pointed out how the forest products might 
be conserved so as to give a stable or ever increasing crop, and 
this not to the detriment of farm agriculture, but to its benefit, 
and by using only lands unfit for farm crops. L. 


W. H. Rowley on Distribution

Orrawa, Canada, July 11, 1911.—W. H. Rowley, president of the 
E. B. Eddy Paper Company, paper manufacturers, and also presi- 
dent of the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association, made a state- 
ment to the Ontario Wholesale Grocers’ Guild in Toronto last 
week on distribution methods, which accorded with the views of 
the guild, Several speakers concurred in the view that the manu- 
facturer who sold direct to the retailer, the wholesaler who sold 
direct to the consumer, and, worst of all, the manufacturer who 
shipped from factory to user, all demoralized trade, and adopted a 
practice which ultimately raised prices to the general public. Sev- 
eral grocers asserted that the system of dealing through the whole- 
salers was the most satisfactory. Mr, Rowley said the saving was 
enormous from the avoidance of having to employ an army of 
travelers, and it was only just recompense to the wholesaler that 
a fair margin of profit should go to him for his work in distribu- 
tion. i

A French patent has been granted to Mons. S. Radivany-Riegler 
and B. Linder for a preparation of a resistant product for indus- 
trial uses from paper, says the London Paper Maker. Waste paper 
is macerated in cold water for a considerable time, e. g., twenty- 
four hours, it is then boiled in water, and again steeped in cold 
water for twenty-four hours. The material is then disintegrated, 
pressed to remove the water, and again disintegrated. The mass 
is mixed with dilute glue solution, dilute starch, and boiled starch, 
together with a further agglutinating agent, such as sodium silicate, 
and a mixture of zinc chloride and zinc oxide. The mass is milled, 
molded and dried, either in the state described above, or after 
incorporation with a suitable mineral loading material.

Government Envelope Contracts

has several contracts, all of an important character. The contracts 
include the following: 200,000 white envelopes at 50 cents per 
1,000; 805,000 white envelopes, two qualities, one unprinted, at $1.15 
per $1,000, arfd 100,000 white filing envelopes at $2.68 per 1,000.

Federal Aid to Curb Forest Fires 


Wasuincton, D. C., July 11, 1911.—Forest fire co-operative 
agreements between the Department of Agriculture and _ five 
States have been completed. These agreements provide for the 
expenditure by the Federal Government of $25,200 on the forests in 
these States for their protection from fire during the ensuing 
year. They are made-possible under the terms of the so called 
Appalachian forest reserve act. 

The States which have so far completed plans for receiving a 
share of the money appropriated under the law are Maine, 
$10,000; Vermont, $2,000; New Hampshire, $7,200; New Jersey, 
$1,000, and Wisconsin, $5,000. The money given by the Federal 
Government is to be used exclusively for the employment of 
patrolmen. To obtain a part of the money each State must 
agree to expend a like amount during the same period, and the 
plans for the fire protection must receive the approval of the 
Department of Agriculture. As only $200,000 was appropriated 
for the purpose this year, the officials of the Forest Service have 
decided to limit to $10,000 the amount given to any one State. 

Similar agreements now are pending with Connecticut, Massa- 
chusetts, Maryland and Minnesota. Many other States which are 
desirous of participating in the division of the money have found 
themselves barred because their legislatures have made no pro- 
vision for such expenditure on their own behalf.

Low Water Interferes With Log Drive—Notice of Annual Shut-

HotyokeE, Mass., July 11, 1911.—It is announced by H. A. Moses, 
president of the Mittineague Paper Company, and the Woronoco 
Paper Company, of which he is also president, that they have been 
consolidated into one company under the name of the Strathmore 
Paper Company.

Want Francis M. Hugo Again to Be Mayor—His Record Un- 
surpassed—St. Regis Company Breaks Record Production 
—Close Call from Serious Fire—Prospects for Canals 
—Need of a Substantial Water Storage System 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Watertown, N. Y., July 10, 1911.—After having served six years, 
or three consecutive terms, as the chief executive of the city of 
Watertown, the citizens are again demanding that for the fourth 
time Mayor Francis M. Hugo, manager of the Remington-Martin 
and Raymondville Paper companies, and president of the Norwood 
Paper Company, become a candidate to succeed himself. 

Some time ago there were several candidates in the field for this 
office, but as time passed and sentiment began to crystallize in favor 
of Mayor Hugo, all these candidates have withdrawn from the race 
with the exception of one, who will seek the nomination. The 
Republican organization in the city is unanimous in its backing 
of Mayor Hugo for another term, and feels that with him as the 
standard bearer success at the polls is assured. 

As mayor of Watertown Mr. Hugo has made a record that has 
never been equaled since the city was incorporated in 1869. He 
is recognized as one of the most able business men of this section, 
and he has conducted the municipal affairs with the same efficiency 
as he has shown in his private affairs. Although he is regarded as 
the busiest man in Watertown, spending hour after hour at his desk 
handling the affairs of the mills that make up the Remington group, 
and seldom taking so much as a day for recreation, he has yet 
devoted more time to duties devolving upon the chief executive 
than any of his predecessors, and bears the distinction -of having 
delivered more addresses in connection with his office than all the 
other mayors who have held this office. 

During the six years he has been at the head of municipal affairs 
he has inaugurated a policy of progress which has resulted in more 
public improvements having been made than during the administra- 
tion of any other mayor. When he first took the reins of office 
Watertown had barely a mile of paved streets, no macadam roads, 
no curbing and practically no concrete sidewalks. Now the city 
has fully twenty-five.curbed and macadam streets, between 7 and 
8 miles of pavement, an extensive sewer system, which is constantly 
being extended, and the city greatly beautified in general.

The fire started in the basement from a hot box on 
the water line, and followed a belt to the floor above, The officials 
of the company stated that the loss was small.

May Have Canal System 
Watertown, N. Y., July 10, 1911.—Industrially much is expected 


for this section through the Carthage-to-the-lake canal which will 
be started at once. 


State Engineer John A. Bensel has announced that he will begin 
at once an investigation of the feasibility of building a canal in 
the section of the Black River under question. The $15,000 for the 
survey was appropriated some time ago by the Legislature. 

The plan is for a 12 foot canal, the same as the barge canal, and 
the Black River from Watertown to the falls would then be a part 
of the barge system, so that all products could be shipped directly 
to market. The result of the State engineer's investigation is 
awaited with much interest by the paper manufacturers and this 
entire section in general.

A Water Storage System Needed 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Watertown, N. Y., July 10, 1911.—Again the chambers of com- 
merce and the leading manufacturers of this northern section are 
reminded of the eminent necessity for a thorough water storage 
system in this State. They have carried the battle into the Legisla- 
ture, and there worked hard for a bill which would conserve the 
material resources of this great manufacturing centre, but today 
the old trouble of past summers grimly faces them. No steps have 
been taken by the State to adjust this grave situation. 

Last winter the paper manufacturers with plants on the Black 
River and all streams with headwaters in the Adirondacks were 
compelled to close down or run on part time on account of a lack 
of water to turn their wheels. For several summers the months 
of July and August have been made unproductive of paper on 
account of low water, and from present indications an even worse 
condition will exist this year. 


During three days of excessively hot weather last week a new 
record was established in the Black River for rapid lowering of 
the water. In those three days the water fell at the rate of a foot 
a day. Up to the 1st of July all mills had been running at full 
blast, but since that time several have been shut down a part of 
the time, and some managers express a fear that this will be the 
worst season on record for this trouble. 

At the offices of the St. Regis Paper Company in this city it was 
stated today that the low water had not hampered their output, but 
that at the large mill at Deferiets the grinders are not running at 
full capacity. A large amount of ground wood was stored under 
favorable conditions, and this reserve is now being used to keep the 
paper output normal. 

At the International Paper Company’s mill at Brownville it was 
stated that the water is the lowest ever experienced. The mill is 
shut down a part of the time now. Many other mills all along 
the river are having similar trouble. This does not apply alone 
to the Black River, but the mills on the St. Regis, Racquette and 
Grass rivers are also suffering. 

There is a little encouragement in the fact that there are three 
reservoirs of small proportions in the mountains which are still 
full. While they will not fully serve the demand, it is expected that 
these will be opened soon to lend some little aid to the thirsty 
wheels. Bis te

NEWS FROM MAINE 


Ravages of the Saw Fly, Which Has a Predilection for Spruce— 
Cofferdam Removed by Dynamite Without Accident— 
Forest Fires Raging as Result of Continued Dry 
Weather—Warren League Baseball Schedule 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

RumForp; Me., July 10, 1911.—Maine’s most valuable timber 
asset, the big spruce growth of the big Maine woods, has been 
attacked by the deadly saw fly, the pest which destroyed thousands 
of dollars’ worth of hackmatack about thirty years ago. G. A. 
Yeaton, of the Department of Agriculture, states that the pest 
has developed so far that nothing can be done this year to check 
it, but that early next spring measures must be taken to spray the 
trees or introduce some parasite to prey upon the fly. The saw 
fly lodges on the edge of a big spruce growth, and as it increases 
in numbers spreads into the woods and eats the leaves. The rav- 
ages of the saw fly result chiefly not from its feeding, but from 
the preparation of the female insect for laying its eggs. Similar 
in this respect to the “seventeen year locust,” or periodical cicada, 
which this year is working great havoc in orchards and nurseries 
in many States outside New England, the female saw fly is pro- 
vided with an ovipositor, or egg laying organ containing two saw- 
like instruments. With this ovipositor the fly pierces the twigs 
of a tree and deposits her eggs in the slit thus made. Where the 


insects are numerous this frequent wounding is generally fatal 
to the tree. 


. 


As the host advances it leaves in its wake a broad lane of 
devastation, the trees having every appearance of having been 
swept by fire. After one or two seasons of this the trees die and 
are blown down by the first heavy wind. The spruce has be- 
come so valuable of late years that the big pulp companies are 
greatly alarmed, and are calling upon the Department of Agri- 
culture of Maine to help protect their timber. M. 


Gofferdam Blown Up 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Rumrorp, Me., July 10, 1911—The big cofferdam in the An- 
droscoggin River at Topsham, which has been protecting the 
work on the dam for the new mill of the Pejepscot Paper Com- 
pany, was blown up recently. The 175 pounds of dynamite used 
for the lifting power furnished a wonderful spectacle for the 
many witnesses along the river banks, it being the nearest ap- 
proach to an earthquake of any exhibition ever given in Maine. 
It was moreover carried through without an accident, although 
many residences in Brunswick and Topsham trembled. The new 
dam: is completed and the mill is about ready to start operations. 
The mill and dam were built by the Cabot Company, and with 
the water power will be leased to the Pejepscot Paper Com- 
pany, M. 


Forest Fires 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

RumrorpD, Me., July 10, 1911.—The long continued absence of 
rain and the parching heat in Maine have resulted in another 
series of conflagrations in the big timberlands. A fire was re- 
ported Wednesday to Forest Commissioner Mace, in Township 3, 
Range 6 west, of Bingham’s purchase, which is steadily continu- 
ing its ravages, and has become a fire of serious proportions, 
burning into the new growth. 

Other fires have been reported to the department in Lilly Bay, 
Day’s Academy, Grant, Cooper Brook, Norcross, Enchanted, 
Roach Pond and Lobster Mountain districts. The Frenchtown 
fire has broken out again with added fury, and threatens to sweep 
over a large territory. Trees and underbrush in the Moosehead 
region have not been wet thoroughly in several weeks, and fires 
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sweep through them with great speed. Two hundred and twenty- 
five men are fighting the fire near Lilly Bay Mountains, in French- 
town, but the fire is progressing rapidly northward and seems cer- 
tain to sweep the entire township. Everything is as dry as tinder, 
and all efforts are so far without avail. Frenchtown, which is 
owned by the Hollingsworth & Whitney Paper Company, of Win- 
slow, is situated just east of Moosehead Lake, and is heavily 
wooded with spruce. Another fire was reported from Sandwich, 
Somerset County, located half way between Mack’s camp and Long 
Pond dam and not far away from the Canadian Pacific right of 
way. It was started by lightning and is burning in hardwood 
growth. 

From New Hampshire comes the report that a large forest fire is 
raging on Surrey Mountain, about 5 miles from Keene, and more 
than 200 acres have been burned over, and thousands of acres of 
valuable timber is in danger. Men from that section report that 
the fire cannot be checked without a soaking rain, Many men are 
fighting the flames. A small fire was reported July 7 from West 
Swanzey, where many acres of valuable land was burning. M.

ing to the full capacity, with the exception of the ground wood 
department. 


James F. Fitzgerald, the former labor leader for the pulp and 
sulphite workers in the United States, has opened the Grove House 
at Lake George, N. Y. 

The Uncas Paper Company, Thamesville, Conn., started up its 
No. 4 machine last week, after an idleness of several weeks. They 
were shut down Monday and Tuesday. 


The L. L. Brown Paper Mills at Adams, Mass., recently closed 
for a week. The closing gave opportunity for laying the sewer, 
fixing culverts and repairing the company’s ponds. 

Work has commenced on the excavation for the new boiler, en- 
gine and fuel room building, which the Ithaca Paper Company is 
to build for their paper and pulp plant at Grand Rapids, Mich., 
this summer. 


Work has been started on a new paper mill for the Fisk Paper 
Company at Hinsdale, N. H., consisting of three buildings of brick, 
mill construction. One will be 32x96 feet in size, another 41xII5 
and the third 36x75. 


The Montrose Paper Mills Company of Canada is installing 
three new boilers and a new water wheel, in connection with. the 
addition next year of a new paper machine, which will bring its 
capacity up to 30 tons a day. 

At the Fourth of July sports at Thamesville A. E. Adams, a 
machine tender for the Uncas Paper Company, won the motorcycle 
race of 5 miles in seven minutes flat. The employees of the com- 
pany have also organized a ball team. 


About sixty employees of the Finch & Pruyn Company mill at 
Glens Falls, N. Y., tendered a farewell supper to their former 
superintendent, Thomas Wark, at the Griswold Tavern. Mr. 
Wark’s resignation takes effect July 15. 

The paper mill strike at Ticonderoga remains at a deadlock be- 
tween the men and the Ticonderoga Pulp and Paper Company, 
which is the only mill involved. The men have demanded the eight 
hour day, which necessitates the three tour system. 


Plans are being completed for the new mill to be erected by the 
Peerless Paper Company in Dayton, at Idylwild and Webster 
streets. It will be of reinforced concrete, faced with brick, three 
stories high, 317x132 feet, and have composition roof. 

The International Paper Company’s entire plant at Glens Falls, 
N. Y., has been shut down for one week. The water in the Hud- 
son River is very low, and the local mill has been unable to grind 
any wood for several weeks. During the shutdown there will be a 
general overhauling of the mill. 


At Hudson Falls, N. Y., the paper mills and sulphite mill of the 
Union Bag and Paper Company are operating full blast. The new 
paper mill at Fenimore Station is completed, and in a week or 
two, after the machinery is cleaned, the mill will be started.

The paper mill at Dracut, Mass., comprising a number of wooden 
buildings located off Lakeview avenue, near Parker avenue, on the 
border of Beaver Brook, in the Navy Yard section of that town, 
and owned by Col. Percy Parker, of Lowell, was totally destroyed 
by fire last week. The blaze, which was probably incendiary, was 
a spectacular one, as the buildings were somewhat old, and the 
flames devoured the structure in a comparatively short time.

Paper Contracts Awarded

nishing of paper to the State printer for the ensuing year was

with one concern for a period of years, and distributing this 
among several printing houses.

Paper Bottles Might Deplete Forests 

Following the suggestion of New York State Health Commis- 
sioner Porter that paper bottles be used for milk, Superintendent 
of Weights and Measures Reichmann made the following state- 
ment last week at Albany: 

“In the first place,” said Superintendent Reichmann, “the drain 
upon the forests in order to supply the demand for paper bot- 
tles would be tremendous. I know of one milk concern in New 
York city which alone handles 7,000,000 bottles of milk a day. 
Add to the output of this firm that of others and it readily can 
be seen what an enormous number of bottles would have to be 
kept on hand for use. These paper bottles are to be used but 


once, while the average life of a glass bottle is about seven 
months.” 


Concrete to Be Used by a Chemical Fibre Gompany 

The Penobscot Chemical Fibre Company, Great Works, Me., 
recently secured control of power rights on the Penobscot, at 
Orono, just below their works, and the concrete dam for this de- 
velopment, which will be ultimately about 65,000 h. p., has been 
designed by Hardy S. Ferguson, consulting engineer, 200 Fifth 
avenue, New York. This year the company is building the abut- 
ment and a 100 foot length of the dam, which is of the ogee 
section.

The Inland Paper Company's Plant Soon to Be in Operation 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

SpoKANE, Wash., July 11, 1911.—Paper wrappers manufactured 
by the Inland Empire Paper Company, of this city, will be used in 
packing and shipping the fruit crop of the Yakima Valley this year. 
The paper will be made in the above mentioned company’s new 
mill, now nearing completion, 3 miles east of the city, on the 
Spokane River, and already five carloads of the product have 
been contracted for by fruit growers of the Yakima district. 

Several other contracts are to be filled by the company this fall, 
and officers of the concern are making every effort to complete the 
first section of the $600,000 plant that operations may be begun on 
August Io. 

Crews are already being assembled and raw materials are being 
shipped to the mill. 

For the first six months of operation the output of ‘the Inland 
Empire Paper Company’s plant will be confined to writing, book and 
wrapping paper, while the big dam is being completed and. some 
of the larger and more elaborate machinery is being installed. 

Work on the dam will be started within a week or so, according 
to plans, and the construction of the great concrete wall will be 
rushed with all practicable speed during the low water season. 

Until the dam is finished and the big water wheels placed in 
motion that the grinding department of the plant can be operated, 
the company will manufacture paper from rags and waste paper 
gathered in the city, using power from the Inland Electric Com- 
pany. A contract for 1,000 horse power of electric current was 
contracted for several months ago from the Inland Electric Com- 
pany, when the construction of the mill was first started. 

The plant will have an output of about 20 tons daily. About 
100 men will be given employment, but this number will likely 


be almost doubled by the time the entire plant is placed in 
operation.

The lowest bid opened was $5 per hundredweight of paper, and 
amounts to $1,057.50.

His conclusion may be gathered from the following ex- 


In the rise that has been going on in the American securities markets there 
are to be found both the reflection of improvement in the general financial 
and commercial situation and the indication that more of that improvement 
is in prospect. Although so far actual accomplishments are not conclusive, 
it seems obvious to me that conditions as a whole are much more favorable 
than they were four months ago. Certainly the situation has been improved 
by the removal of the most important of those uncertainties which hung so 
long over the stock market and obscured the future. Certainly the great 
ease in money and the likelihood that it will continue are matters of bullish 
consequence. Of importance also is the readiness with which new and large 
capital requirements are being financed. And in view of the economy and 
the hand-to-mouth buying that the country has been practicing, it is not 
unreasonable to hope that this revival, unless checked in some unforeseen 
way, may result in increased commercial activity within a short time. 

It is to such factors as these that the stock market’s rise is due. It must 
rot be assumed, however, that the financial skies are cloudless nor that the 
future will be clear sailing. On the contrary, there are many dangers in 
prospect, and while the next few months may be productive of much that 
is satisfactory and encouraging, it is possible that in both finance and com- 
merce there will be reason to exercise caution later in the year. 


Bearing out the optimistic portion of this statement is the fact 
that during June the output of new companies interested in the 
manufacture and consumption of paper, including the filing of in- 
creases of capital, showed a decided increase over the preceding 
month. In June twelve new paper and pulp mills were organized 
with a total capital of $30,040,000, against eight in May with a cap- 
ital of $2,420,000. Six new paper manufacturers were incorporated 
with a capital of $11,560,000, against the same number last month 
with a capital of $680,000. Statistics show that eleven companies, 
with a total capital of $3,540,000, increased their stock to $7,650,000. 
In May only six mills applied for increase in capitalization. During 


June, however, the output of publishing and printing com- 
panies fell off from that of May, when twenty-one companies ap- 
plied for articles of incorporation, with a total capital of $7,450,000. 

By reference to the tabulated statistics bearing upon June incor- 
porations, and published elsewhere in this issue, it will be readily 


noticed that the bulk of the new enterprises and the extensions have 


taken place in Canada. It would seem, therefore, that the reci- 
procity prospects are being discounted, and that preparations are 
already well under way to make of the Dominion a leading factor 
in the paper manufacturing industry. 

The tabulated list referred to contains not only the newly incor- 
porated companies, but the companies which have applied for 
permission to increase their capital. The concerns involved in- 
clude mills, mill supplies, paper manufactures, paper dealers and 
printers and publishers. 

The capital to be invested by the new mills incorporated last 
month in the United States and Canada alone aggregates $30,040,000, 
The new industries involving the use of paper as a raw material 
will, in the total, be capitalized at $11,560,000. The paper dealers 
will add $210,000 to the amount already invested in the paper busi- 
ness, and the printers and publishers will contribute an addi- 
tional $650,000. In all, the paper industry in its various branches, 
without including the closely allied business of printing and pub- 
lishing, has been enriched during the month of June alone by 
$49,610,000. 

No evidence could be more convincing that there is abundant 
confidence in the paper trade of this country and Canada. The 
latter has been especially favored. Of the investments in new 
mills, which number twelve, with a gross capital of $30,040,000, 
she is credited with seven, having an aggregate capital of $28- 
100,000, which is not bad for a country with a population of less 
than 8,000,000. Of course, some of the new investments represent 
amalgamations, but even making all due allowances for these the 
showing on both sides of the line denotes a strong latent strength 
and a confidence in the industry which is gratifying. 

It may be inferred that the Canadian progress is due to free 
trade possibilities between the Dominion and the United States, 
and much of the new capital represents American money invested 
as a hedge against probabilities on this side. This is undoubtedly

Reciprocity 


As the days creep into weeks and the weeks go by of late, less 
and less is heard about reciprocity. We doubt not that all in- 
terested parties are just as well pleased, for long ago having set- 
tled the matter in their own minds as to how the bill is going to 
go, it would be a useless waste of energy in this warm weather to 
follow the senseless strain of verbiage which flows from a seem- 
ingly inexhaustible source in the Senate Chamber at Washington.

completely deserted, there has been a speaker ready for each of 
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the precious moments; of course for a long time there has been 
little new to say. Almost every conceivable argument pro and con 
has been exhausted, and the proceedings have resolved into a 
repetition of the same old story which has varied only in the 
manner of telling. This is the time chosen by the President to 
give a yachting party to the leaders, and the needlessness of 
continuing the controversy further could not have been more 
aptly demonstrated than by the alacrity with which the invitation 
was accepted. ; 

The discussion of the reciprocity bill continues in the Senate 
Chamber in name only. It has, de facto, been transferred to 
the Mayflower, where the fate of the measure will be determined 
under circumstances highly promising to its supporters. The vote 
which will end all uncertainty was at one time scheduled for on 
or about July 24. But from present appearances the first week in 
August will be well under way before it is taken. There is 
no saying, however, what sudden turn affairs may take as the 
result of the conferences on board the President’s yacht, 

The Canadians meanwhile have not been taking things easy. 
Parliament adjourned to allow Sir Wilfred Laurier and other 
dignitaries to attend the coronation ceremonies in England, and 
meanwhile the Conservative party, which is bitterly opposed to 
reciprocity in any form, has been actively canvassing the country, 
practically from coast to coast. As a result there is every indica- 
tion that the measure may be defeated. Sir Wilfred has returned 
hurriedly, and the Finance Minister, Mr. Fielding, is by his side, 
notwithstanding that Parliament does not meet until July 18. 

According to well informed circles it seems not improbable 
that the Opposition will enter upon a filibustering campaign to block 
the progress of the bill, and that the Government will just as 
stubbornly hold its discussion before the House, to the exclusion 
of other business, and in event of these tactics being continued 
for a couple of months or so it is thought Parliament will be 
dissolved and an appeal be taken to the country upon the reci- 
procity question. 

Both sides claim to have the electors with them, and both ex- 
press an eagerness to allow the people to decide the issue. Gen- 
eral elections in Canada are often very uncertain affairs, owing to 
the numerous factions among the people, and it should cause no 
great surprise if the Conservatives were returned to power and 
the reciprocity agreement effectually killed for all time. 


Kleven Months’ Imports 


The imports of paper and its raw materials during the eleven 
months ended May 31 make another step toward ultimate proof 
that the industry is steadily progressing year by year, and at a 
rate which is distinctly noticeable from month to month. The 
figures for the fiscal year which ended June 30 lack but one month 
of completion, and are a fairly good criterion of what the total 
will be at the final reckoning, which is now being compiled by the 
Bureau of Statistics at Washington. 

The import figures show a substantial increase in the purchase 
of Canadian news print paper. There were, all told, imported into 
the United States during the eleven months ended May 31 last 
104,371,392 pounds, valued at $2,265,686, of which Canada supplied 
‘97 474,736 pounds, valued at $1,805,843. Last year during the same 
period the imports were only 82,828,109 pounds, valued at $1,716,- 
796, Canada’s share being 77,086,228 pounds, valued at $1,438,096.

There was, therefore, an increase in the total imports of 21,543,283 
pounds, and in value of $548,890, as compared with 1910. During 
the same period of 1909 there were imported only 33,743,241 
pounds, valued at $815,000, but this was before the duty was re- 
duced. The increase this year over 1909 was 70,628,151 pounds, 
valued at $1,450,587. The unit or per pound price of news print 
within the eleven months of the three years named was, in 1909, 
2.41 cents at the point of shipment; in 1910 it fell to 2.07 cents per 
pound, but rose to 2.17 cents in I9QII. 

There was less pulp wood imported during the eleven months 
under review in 1910-11 than during 1909-10 by 96,511 cords, valued 
at $945,983, the respective figures being 768,165 cords, and valued at 
$4,895,860, and 864,676 cords, valued at $5,481,852. Compared with 
1908-09, however, the imports of the current fiscal year increased 
140,642 cords and $1,197,103, or from 627,523 cords, valued at 
$3,608,766, to the figures already named. The unit cost of pulp 
wood has increased from $5.98 per cord at the point of shipment 
in 1909 to $6.34 in 1910, and $6.37 in IgIT. 

There has been substantial increase in the quantity of wood pulp 
imported during the periods named. During the first eleven months 
of the current fiscal year they aggregated 997,120,682 pounds, val- 
ued at $12,702,634, as compared with 771,256,058 pounds, valued at 
$10,747,387, in 1910, and 562,931,163 pounds, valued at $7,869,927, in 
1909. The increase over the two previous years was, therefore, 
respectively, 225,873,624 pounds, valued at $1,955,247, and 434,198,519 
pounds, valued at $4,832,707. The average per unit price was prac- 
tically the same during the fiscal periods of 1909 and I9g10, or a 
fraction over 1.39 cents. During 1910-11, however, it fell to an 
average of 1.27 for the eleven months under review. 

There has been a slight falling off in the quantity of foreign 
rags imported into this country for paper manufacturing purposes. 
During the current fiscal year the imports aggregated 166,665,220 
pounds, valued at $2,108,807, as against 168,785,649 pounds, valued 
at $2,001,945, brought in during the same period of 1909-10. The 
average per pound value of foreign rags, however, has substan- 
tially increased. During the 1910-11 eleven month period it was 
a trifle over 1.265 cents, as against a fraction over 1.185 cents dur- 
ing I909-10, and 1.17 cents during the previous eleven months. 
The falling off during the current fiscal year was 2,120,429 pounds, 
valued at $106,862. A comparison carried back another year, 
however, shows an increase in quantity of 46,899,316 pounds, and 
in value of $705,759. The imports during the last named period 
were 119,765,904 pounds, valued at $1,403,048.

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Water Wheel Installation at Gushnoc Mill 


The accompanying illustration shows one of three water wheel 
units recently built by the Dayton Globe Iron Works Company, 
of Dayton, Ohio, for the Cushnoc Paper Company for installation 
in their new mill at Augusta, Me., who specialize on envelope, 
bag, white sulphite, manila wrappings and yellow writing papers, 
in sheets and rolls. 

Each of these water wheel units consists of four 34 inch im- 
proved new American turbines, mounted horizontally and _ ar- 
ranged in pairs, each pair discharging through a cast iron central 
discharge case into the tail water. Each of these units has a 
capacity of 700 horse power and 200 r. p. m. under 17 foot head, 
which is the average head under operating conditions the majority 
of the time. The head at this plant is variable, on account of the 
fluctuations in the tail water level, as there is a rise and fall of 
approximately 3 feet 6 inches in the tail water level each day, due 


to high tide and low tide, which effect the elevation:of the water 
in the Kennebec River to this extent as far up as Augusta. The 
draught tubes are of sufficient length to be submerged 12 inches in 
low tide, and the centre line of the wheels is placed Io feet above 
low tail water, the flume floor being approximately 6 feet above 
tail water. Each turbine unit is installed in an independent open 
concrete flume with the water intake at one end of the flume, and 
the shaft extending through a packing box in the crown plate, 
which is a part of the cast iron wall frame built into the concrete 
wall, and which is shown broken away in the illustration here- 
with. Each of these turbine units is direct connected to two pulp 
grinders arranged in tandem, said grinders having been furnished 
by the Frictidn Pulley and Machine Works, of Hudson Falls, N. Y. 

In addition to the three main turbine units, the Dayton Globe Iron 
Works Company also furnished two 29 inch single vertical improved 
turbines, each developing 125 horse power and 225 r. p. m., and 
which are used for driving the wet machines and other pulp mill 
equipment. The entire plant was designed by I. W. Jones, con- 
sulting engineer, of Milton, N. H., and the plant is conceded to 
be one of the most complete in every detail, and modern in its 
equipment throughout. 


Swedish Wood Pulp Trade 


The following translation from Affarsvarlden, a Swedish trade 
paper, gives an interesting view of the future of the cellulose or 
chemical wood pulp trade with the United States as well as of the 
trade in mechanical wood pulp: 

“The market for cellulose is quite unsteady at present and we 
may not be far wrong in asserting that the main cause of this’ fact 
is the conditions in America, where the negotiations now going 
on between the United States of. America and.Canada about a 
treaty of reciprocity have created great uneasiness among the 


wood pulp and paper makers. Many of the Swedish cellulose 
makers are no doubt of the opinion that, if the treaty of recj- 
procity in question is carried into effect, the American market will 
be lost to them, and this may be the reason why several Norrland 
firms have lately closed contracts for delivery four or five years 
hence at prices which will certainly not yield any profit, considering 
the steadily increasing prices for wood and the rising wages. 

“However, the fear of being excluded by Canada from the 
American cellulose market is undoubtedly greatly exaggerated, 
They certainly talk a great deal of new and large pulp mills to be 
established in Canada, but these are almost exclusively grinding 
mills, eventually paper mills for manufacturing news paper, while 
the cellulose making only shows limited increase. Owing to her 
many and easily equipped waterfalls, Canada is a good place for 
grinding mills, and this line of the wood pulp industry is also 
highly developed there. One of the main reasons why the cellu- 
lose industry is of less importance to the mechanical wood pulp 
industry, and will remain so, may also be the fact that the forest 
concessions are now only granted for twenty-one years, and it 
would hardly be a paying business to build expensive cellulose mills 
when the owners must be prepared to give them up after so short 
a time.” 


The Paper Trade of the United Kingdom

To Remedy Boiler Scale 
Question No. 876. 

I am an engineer in charge of a large paper mill which has six 
boilers. I am troubled continually by the scale forming in the 
boilers. -I would like to know through THe PAper TRADE JOURNAL 
if I can remedy this to any extent, and if I can, by what means? 
ANSWER: 

The best cure for scale is to use some means of purification that 
will remove the scale forming substance from the water before it 
enters the boiler. As for removing the scale after it once gets into 
the boiler, that is quite a hard proposition, especially when the vari- 
ous types of boilers are taken into consideration. 

Compounds by the score are advertised, any one of which is said 
to be just the right thing for removing all the scale that has formed 
(which I have no doubt is true, and some of them would remove 
the boiler if given a fair trial), and prevent new scale from form- 
ing. Compounds are good, when properly compounded. In other 
words, compounds to be of any service, and at the same time not 
.be injurious to the boiler, should be prepared only after a careful 
analysis has been made of the feed water, scale, or better, analyze 
both. 

A compound cannot be made to suit every case and at the same 
time not be injurious to the iron or steel with which it comes in 
contact. 

Mechanical cleaners for the successful removal of scale from the 
tubes of water tube boilers have been in use nearly as long as 
water tube boilers. The cleaner that would remove scale from the 
water side of return tubular boiler tubes is a production of the 
past few years. 

The mechanical cleaner which can be used to remove scale from 
tubes of return tubular boilers fills a long felt want. It not only 
lessens the labor connected with the cleaning of this type of boiler, 
bu insures clean tubes throughout. 

Hand cleaning. of return tubular boilers does not amount to 
much. Of coursé, the particles of mud and scale that may have 
collected in the bottom can be removed, but when it comes to re- 
moving the scale from the tubes, about the best one can do is to 
tap the iop and bottom rows with a hammer, by which means most 
of the scale can be removed; but what about the rest of the tubes? 
Even the lower row cannot be treated in this way where the boiler 
is of such a size as to not permit of a manhole below the tubes. 
Here, the compound man says, is where my scale solvent and re- 
mover comes in. 

There are other devices for removing impurities from boilers, 
knawn as boiler skimmers, of which there are several different 
maiies. 

] consider the principle on which they operate to be good, and 
that they are capable of doing what is claimed for them. 

There are no hard and fast rules that can be laid down whereby 
boiler plants located in various localities can be operated suc- 
cessfully. Of course, there are theories and principles laid down 
governing the operation of all boilers, but the man in charge must 
use a lot of good judgment in applying them. 

In practice, many of the compounds advertised are good, also 
the mechanical cleaners, and most of them will do what is claimed 
for them. It is also true that if some good compound is used 
in connection with mechanical cleaners the work of cleaning is 
facilitated very much, for the following reasons: If a boiler is 
badly scaled, especially the tubes, and compound is used alone, it 
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will take considerable time, lots of compound, and be an item 
of considerable expense before the scale is removed, unless a 
very strong compound is used, and, if so, it is liable to injure the 
boiler. On the other hand, if tube cleaners are used for the same 
case, without first using some compound, it will take a long time, 
require much hard work, and the cutters in the cleaner will be in 
very bad condition. If a small quantity of compound is used it will 
soften the scale somewhat, then by using the cleaner, the time com- 
sumed in cleaning will be about half as long, the wear on the 
cleaner will not be very much, and the cost of the compound will 
be small. 

The above applies more especially to water tube boilers, but the 
same rule holds good in regard to the use of mechanical ¢leaners in 
connection with return tubular boilers, as the use of the compound 
will soften the scale, which can be detached much more easily 
from the tubes than would otherwise be the case if no compound 
was used. 


What Gauses a Dryer Felt to Wrinkle? 
Question No. 877. 

Can some person tell me in THE Paper TRADE JOURNAL what 
will cause a dryer felt to wrinkle? Is there any remedy for this 
so that the dryer felt will not have to be taken off? 

ANSWER: 

This is a pretty hard question to answer, because there are so 
many reasons that will cause a dryer felt to run into a wrinkle. 
On a new dryer felt, when all the rolls are in their proper place 
and the felt becomes wrinkled, it is usually because the felt is too 
tight. In that case the felt runs into a straight wrinkle, and it also 
shows that there are no rolls out of place. The cause of this is 
when the paper has dampened the felt and caused it to shrink 
until it becomes so tight that it jumps into a straight wrinkle. 

Getting a wrinkle out of a new dryer is another proposition, and 
a difficult one. If the wrinkle is discovered before it has had a 
chance to become well formed there is a chance to save the felt; 
but if the wrinkle becomes well fixed it would be impossible to 
save the felt. The best way is to place helpers on each side of the 
felt and for them to pull for all they are worth. When the felt 
is dry a solution of size and water should be rubbed on the wrinkle. 
This will shrink the felt at the point where it wrinkled. This part 
of the felt will, when dry, be more slack than the rest of the felt. 
If this slack can be taken up then the felt can be used. 


How to Determine When the Bed Plate of a Beater Is 
Worn Smooth 
Question No, 878. 


I would like to know how it is known when the bed plate of a 
beater is worn down smooth, 
ANSWER: 

It is a very easy matter to tell when the bed plate is worn down 
so that it is almost useless. In the first place the beaterman will 
generally kick long before it is worn down, because he will have 
trouble in the length of time it takes to get off a beater of stock. 
The sound of a beater roll upon such a plate would convince al- 
most anybody that it was worn flat. When the beater is empty the 
roll of the beater may be lowered until it comes in contact with 
the bed plate, and should the plate be smooth the sound which is 
heard is easily recognized as being caused from a worn plate. 
Also the time it would be necessary to take to heat the stock 
would be lengthened enough so that upon investigation it would 
be discovered that the bed plate was worn smooth. 


To Determine Quantity of Water in Beater Stock 
Question No. 879. 

I would like to inquire through the Questions and Answers de- 
partment a good method to determine the wetness of the stock 
in the beater. 

ANSWER: 

At the present time there are several methods by which this 

can be determined. Of course, the most common method is to 
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Farrel Foundry & Machine Co. 
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take up a handful of stock from each beater, and by squeezing it 
and noting the amount of water which drains from it. In order to 
get an accurate test, take weighed samples from the beater and 
let each drain on a wire mesh. After a certain length of time 
weigh again and then dry until there is no more moisture left 
in the stock. After this is done weigh again. Now, by dividing 
the difference of the first weight and last weight by the first total 
weight the per cent. of the water in the stock is found. 
Another method is to take a certain amount of stock and place 
it in a specially prepared box, the cover of which can be pressed 
upon the stock to any desired measurement. The amount of 


water which is pressed out is then weighed. This gives a com- 
parison of the amount of water in the stock in two or more 
beaters. 


Some Interesting Pointers 

“Paper and Its Constituents” formed the subject recently de- 
livered by W. A. Davey, before the Manchester (England) and 
District Centre Printers’ Managers and Overseers’ Association. 
An interesting discussion followed, during which a number of 
questions were put to the lecturer, who dealt with them in the 
following manner: 

“Paper for Three Color Work.—I should certainly recommend 
a paper that is coated on both sides, and give preference to a mill 
which coated it twice. Some time ago a large firm had to print a 
three color~block on a magazine cover, but the results were dis- 
astrous. A friend came along and examined the paper, and after- 
ward promised to overcome the difficulty. He suggested that the 
paper should be coated once, then lightly calendered, and again 
coated, and that was the explanation of the difficulty. The paper 
that had been used had received only one coat, and that badly 
put on. 

“Polishing.—Coated papers are polished with a fine spray of 
precipitated chalk and brushed, and also by being pressed between 
highly polished sheets of zinc; also in finishing bright enamels a 
certain wax is used. 

“Alum.—No doubt alum was in the paper, as it is used to pre- 
cipitate rosin in the beating engine on the fibres; but in the case 
of coated papers the trouble was most likely caused by casein 
having been used as the sizing material instead of pure gelatine, 
casein being very liable to go wrong, and it is not found out until 
the printer has got the paper printing off his job; then his troubles 
begin. 

“Judging Weight of Hand Mades.—There is what is termed a 
deckle strip inside the hand mold, and the vatman who is ex- 
perienced can judge pretty accurately what is required. In hand 
made papers there are very seldom found two sheets alike as 
regards evenness and thickness. Machine made papers can be 
judged very finely. In the coating of papers the machineman can 
judge almost to an ounce per ream for whatever paper is required. 

“Creasing—A paper that is made slowly on a machine is less 
liable to crease than one made on a fast machine, and great care 
should he taken in the final calendering and ruling. If paper is 
stacked and not changed the moisture is liable to disappear from 
the edges, and not in the centre, hence unevenness and cockling. 
In some mills they have a kind of spray arrangement for assisting 
to prevent cockling on the edges of coated papers before reeling. 
Also in calendering, the paper is run over a little apparatus at great 
tension that takes out any signs of creasing. In order to insure 
paper lying flat it should be reeled once and then rereeled the 
reverse way before cutting. This is very effective in making it 
flat. 

“Half Tone Work.—A forty-pound double crown body paper 
usually carries a coating of ten to twelve pounds, making its 
weight fifty to fifty-two pounds. For extra good work the amount 
of coating should bring it up to fifty-six pounds. 

“Paper Both Sides Alike.—It is possible to make paper both sides 
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alike, and grease-proof and vegetable parchment answer this 
question. About the only way to get printing paper that will 
approximately have both sides alike is to make it heavier and have 
it calendered down to the proper thickness required. Even then 
the machine wires may show a trifle. Of course, you must expect 
to pay for the extra weight and labor entailed in its manufacture. 

“Cotton Plant—Mr. Wainwright wishes to know if the cotton 
direct from the plant is not best for paper making purposes. Cot- 
ton is a pure cellulose and that is why it is best. Paper can prac- 
tically be made direct from the plant if it was not for its costliness. 
Of course, a certain amount of vegetable oil has to be extracted 
from it first, but by using rags, that is done previously. In esparto 
there is a less proportion of cellulose than in cotton—about 45 per 
cent. against 75 per cent.” 





United States’ Dependence Upon Ganada 
Careful and conservative estimates, made by Canadians in a 
position to know, state that within five years the United States 
pulp forests will be practically depleted, and within ten years they 
will be absolutely devoid of all pulp wood, unless in the meantime 
the pulp makers of the United States continue to have access to 


the Canadian forests. The consumption of paper has increased so 
rapidly in the United States that publishers today are, practically 
speaking, at their wits’ end to know where to obtain sufficient 
supplies for their needs. Canada is looked upon by the Americans 
as the most fertile field for the supply of their needs. At present 
the Americans are importing 1,000,000 cords of pulp wood yearly 
from Canada, 500,000 cords from Europe in the form of chemical 
pulp, and 300,000 cords from Canada in the form of pulp and manu- 
factured paper. This makes a total of 1,800,000 cords of wood 
annually imported into the United States, and its consumption of 
pulp wood totals 4,500,000 cords a year. A few of the large 
American paper mills have acquired large areas of pulp forests 
in the United States, and these few mills will be able to last 
longer than the others, but the vast majority of them are de- 
pendent upon Canadian pulp wood and New Brunswick keeps 


seventy-five mills going in the New England and Eastern States. 
—Canada Lumberman and Woodman. 


To Detect Animal Size in Paper 

For the detection of animal size in paper, whether gelatin or case- 
in, the biuret reaction is recommended by a well known authority. 
A fragment of the paper is steeped for a few minutes in a 2 per 
cent. solution of copper sulphate, and is then treated with a 5 per 
cent. solution of sodium hydroxide, the latter being preferably 
dropped on the paper. If gelatin or casein be present, a violet col- 
oration is immediately produced. For distinguishing between gela- 
tin and casein in a paper the author recommends the xanthreprotein 
reaction, which is shown by casein but not by gelatin. A fragment 
of the paper is moistened with a drop of concentrated nitric acid, 
and if casein be present, an intense yellow stain is produced. This 
stain turns brown with caustic soda and orange with ammonia. 
The presence of mechanical wood fibre vitiates this test, since lignin 
is also stained by nitric acid. In the case of papers coated with 
casein, the coating may be scraped off, or in cases where the paper 
cannot be tested direct, the casein may be extracted with borax or — 
alkali, precipitated with acetic acid and the dried precipitate tested 
with nitric acid or Milton’s reagent. 





A Paper Mill for Inka 


The notice of the starting of a new paper mill in Inka, Pratt 
County, says a local exchange, recalls to old settlers the stirring 
time they used to have out in the western part of the State. 
Inka was one of a huridred boom towns laid out for county seat 
purposes. It held the county seat for a number of years, but 
finally lost it and has not been much since.

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TEXTILE YARNS AND FABRICS FROM PAPER 


Consul Augustus E. Ingram, writing from Bradford, England, 
to the Bureau of Manufactures, refers to a paper read before a re- 
cent meeting of the Textile Institute on a new pine fibre. He said: 

“An interesting paper was read at the recent meeting at Man- 
chester of the Textile Institute, by Carl Pontus Hellburg, of Halm- 
sted, Sweden, on ‘Pine Fibre: A New Fibre for Textile Manufac- 
turing.’ Mr. Hellburg, who has studied paper spinning for ten 
years, traces the history of spinning paper, from the hand spun 
paper twines and yarns used years ago in China and Japan to the 
attempts in the United States some twenty years ago to spin 
paper yarns for textile purposes. 


“The manufacture of yarns spun from wood pulp or half made 
paper was attempted for many years in Germany, and at the 
works near Waldhof, near Mannheim, the so-called ‘Licella yarn’ 
was produced, but the yarn department of these works was closed 
in 1907-8 in consequence of unsuitable machinery, the high cost of 
production and the unsatisfactory strength of the yarn. 


“A superior pulp yarn called ‘silvalin’ was first made at the El- 
berfeld paper mill, but in 1909 the works were transferred to 
Hammern, Rheinland, Germany. The method of production em- 
ployed, according to Mr. Hellburg; is unsuitable for building up 
a large industry, there being too much waste-and too great a diffi- 
culty in keeping the rolls sufficiently moist for a few hours until 
the spinning process takes place. Therefore, Mr. Hellburg says: 


SECURING A SUPERIOR QUALITY. 


“In order to obtain an absolutely first class yarn from pine 
fibre, finished paper made from the very best sulphite or sulphate 
pulp must be used, this pulp to be made from the slowly growing 
white pine which is found in Russia, Finland, Sweden, Norway, 
Canada and the United States. The spinning of yarn from fin- 
ished paper gives that yarn a suitable strength. It has also been 
proved by the trials I have made that Swedish kraft paper gives 
a yarn 20 to 25 per cent. stronger than other kinds of paper.’ 

“Putting aside the advantage of obtaining a stronger yarn by 
using finished paper instead of pulp, there is no saving in produc- 
ing yarn from the pulp direct, as the pulp, or half-made paper as 
it should be called, in order to be spun has to be subjected to the 
same treatment as in making paper, with the exception of the 
finishing. 

“Paper yarn for textile purposes, called xylolin, is manufactured 
in Saxony and Austria, and is used for backing carpets and for 
making carpets composed exclusively of paper yarn. [Samples of 
xylolin are on file at the Bureau.of Manufactures, the methods 
of making it having been described in Daily Consular and Trade 
Reports for May 28 and July 26, 1907.] The cost of production 
by the Claviez method is rather high, partly because the spinning 
mills do not make their own raw material—the paper itself; and 
partly because the machinery employed is not altogether satisfac- 
tory. Mr. Hellburg has consequently invented and patented a 
combined cutting, dividing and rolling-to-bobbin machine, Mr. 
Jagenberg, of Dusseldorf, has constructed a ring spinning ma- 
chine for paper which works satisfactorily and requires only one 
employee at each side of the 100 spindle machine, as against two 
for the Claviez machine of 120 spindles. The new method con- 
sists of nine operations, as against 102 in the old method. 


SELECTING AND SPINNING THE Paper. 


“The appearance and strength of the yarn will depend on the 
quality of the paper. From Swedish kraft a very strong yarn is 
obtained. Pure’sulphite paper which is not mixed with mechanical 
pulp also produces a serviceable yarn, which is good for many 
purposes. For specially fine yarn tissue paper is the best. At 
present there is no paper specially made for spinning purposes, and 


all Mr. Hellburg’s trials have been made with common wrapping 
paper, the results obtained being exceedingly good. So far coarse 
counts only have been. produced. 

“Paper intended for spinning should be about 19 inches wide 
and in rolls; these are placed in the cutting machines, which cut 
the entire width in one operation in strips of one-sixth to one- 
half an inch or any required width. The strips thus obtained are 
simultaneously carried over to the dividing and rolling-to-bobbin 
machine, and are cut at a speed of about 44 yards per minute, 
They are separated and rolled on the bobbins in lengths of about 
3,000 to 5,000 yards on each bobbin. These bobbins are then re- 
moved to the spinning machines, with one bobbin for each spindle, 
and the paper strip from each bobbin is carried to a dampening 
roller, and directly after leaving this roller is spun into yarn ona 
ring spdinle, either upon a wooden bobbin or a conically shaped 
paper tube. The spinning production averages about 356 pounds 
per 100 spindles in ten hours, 

“The paper spinning is very simple; the spinning, preparing and 
weaving operations art clean; and there is no fibrous dust in the 
mill. Paper yarn does not require dressing for warp, but can be 
transferred to the warp beam at is is, owing to its cleanness and 
evenness of surface. 


Various UsEs For THE NEw TEXTILE. 


“With regard to the uses of this paper yarn, packing twine and 
cord have been made; and samples of these and several other 
manufactures are forwarded [and will be loaned to interested 
firms by the Bureau of Manufactures]. Spindle bandings have 
also been cheaply made (per sample forwarded) and have the 
additional advantage of being easily washed without fraying. The 
cotton of which these bands are usually made could be saved for 
other purposes. 

“Carpets of all paper yarn are already in great demand. In car- 
pet backs the paper yarn is said to be superior to jute yarn. It is 
also used for floor cloth for linoleum (see sample), and in such 
linen fabrics as paddings, waterproof canvas, scenery cloth, etc, 
the paper yarn can be used as weft. There are many other fab- 
rics to be made of a union of paper yarn and cotton, such as up- 
holstery cloth, mattress cloth, etc. (see samples). Trimmings for 
curtains and furniture have also been made, composed of a paper 
yarn overspun with silk (see samples). Samples of white paper 
yarn dyed in the hank are also forwarded; to insure thorough 
penetration of the dye the dyeing should be effected in the pulp. 

“As a substitute for jute it may be very welcome for bags, sacks 
and packing cloth. For wool packs a cloth of all paper yarn 
would be very suitable because of its clean surface; the objection- 
able presence of vegetable fibre in wool might thus be lessened. 
The Technical College in Bradford is about to make experiments 
to prove the merits of such wool packs; whether or not wool packs 
made wholly of paper yarn could withstand the strain after the 
press packing of the wool is an important point to be ascertained, 
though the addition of a few strands of jute might lend an addi- 
tional and sufficient strength. 


“It is claimed that this paper yarn is not damaged by hot or 
cold water. Paper yarn tarpaulin was alternately boiled, aif 
dried, immersed in cold water and ironed without suffering damage. 

“The inventor finally claims for this yarn cheapness of pro- 
duction. German paper spinning mills in 1909 gave quotations, 
the cheapest price being 3d. (6 cents) up to 434d. (9% cents) 
per pound in natural, white or brown, and for polished or glazed 
yarns, 514d. (11 cents) per pound. If, however, the inventor ¢s- 
tablishes a plant such as he outlines; and it commences spinning 
about 5,000 tons per year and in eight different widths, varying 
from one-sixth of an inch to one-half an inch, prices in natural, 
white or brown color will be ahout 114d. (3 cents) to 24d. (5 
cents) per pound, respectively.”

description of the invention by the inventor: 

My invention relates to machines for making corrugated paper, 
and consists in the matters hereinafter described and then pointed 
out in the appended claims.

The object of the invention is to construct a paper corrugating 
and lining machine for producing single faced corrugated paper or 
paper composed of a corrugated sheet or web and a lining or fac- 
ing of paper secured to the crowns of the corrugations upon one 
side thereof. 

In the accompanying drawings, which illustrate a practical em- 
bodiment of my present invention, Fig. 1 is a side elevation of a 
machine illustrating a practical exemplification of my invention for 


making single faced corrugated paper; Fig. 2 is a rear elevation of 





parts shown in Fig. 1 with the paper broken away and the single 
lined web or sheet in section; Figs. 3 and 4 are detail views of por- 
tions of the machine shown in Fig. 1; and Fig. 5 is a detail view 
showing an embodiment of that portion of my invention for auto- 
inatically moving the paste applying device when the latter contracts 
with one of the corrugating rollers. 


The same reference letters refer to the 
parts in the several views. 

A strip of suitable paper 10 to be corrugated and lined is de- 
livered over suitable idlers 11 from a suitable roll supported in 
bearings upon the frame 12 to the bite of a pair of hollow corru-

gated rolls 13 and 14 suitably heated as by steam pipes 15 and 
mounted in the frame, and one of which, as 14, is driven from any 
suitable source of power, as by gears 16 and 17, from a power 
shaft 18, the rollers being provided with longitudinal corrugations 
19, which mesh with each other to drive the other roll and corru- 
gate the paper. Journaled in the frame above the roller 14 is a 
heated smooth faced pressure roller 20 driven by suitable gears 
21 and 22 from the roller 14. A paste applying roller 23 is jour- 
naled in suitable bearings so as to revolve partly in a paste pan 
24, and with its face in position to apply paste to the corrugated 
paper upon the roll 14. The roll 13 is provided with a series of 
circumferential grooves 25, and a series of curved fingers 26 
mounted on a cross bar 27 are secured in position adjacent to and 
concentric with the face of the roller 14, and with their ends ex- 
tending into the grooves of the roller 13, as shown in Figs. 3 and 
4. This set of fingers extends between the bites of the corrugated 
rolls and of the paste roll with the upper corrugated roll, and lift 
the paper off the roller 13. A second set of similarly curved fingers 
28, mounted on a cross bar 28’, is arranged in position adjacent 
the face of the corrugated roller 14, beyond the bite of the paste 
roll therewith, and the latter roll is provided with a series of cir- 
cumferential grooves.29 to receive the fingers 28 to prevent the 
paper adhering to the paste roll and the paper from being caught 
by the ends of the fingers. The functions of the fingers 26 and 28 
are as described, and also to hold the paper in the corrugations of 
the roll 14, it being apparent that with the paste roll they act to 
hold the paper thus in position from the time it passes from be- 
tween the corrupated rolls until it enters between the upper cor- 
rugated roll and the pressure roll. 

The paper is led from its roll over its idlers to the corrugated 
rolls, and when these rolls are revolved it is fed between them and 
corrugated by them, and is held in place in the corrugation of the 
roll 14 while the paste is applied and until it passes to the bite of 
the pressure roll. The liner sheet 30 leads from its roll over an 
idler and between the pressure roller 20 and the corrugated paper 
on the roll 14, where it meets the glued or pasted crowns of the 
corrugated web to which it is applied by the pressure roll, whereby 
single faced corrugated paper is produced with the crowns on the 
lower face and the liner sheet on the upper face. 

In case of imperfections or holes in the paper between the cor- 
rugatd rollers there is liability of paste being applied to the roller 
14 instead of to the paper upon the roller, and to avoid this the 
paste pan 24 is suitably movable so that the paste roller may be

drawn from contact with the corrugated roller 14. This move- 
ment may be accomplished by the operator by hand or automatically 
by means of any suitable device, such as an electro-magnetic mech- 
anism, which is included in a suitable circuit adapted to be closed 
by the contact of the rolls 14 and 23. A suitable means for this pur- 
pose is shown in Figs. 1 and 5, consisting of an electro-magnetic 
latch or trigger 31, suitably pivoted at 32 upon the frame, and at 
one end normally engaging the paste pan to hold it in position with 
the paste roller in contact with the corrugated roller 14 or the 
material upon the latter. The latch is held in place by the weight of 
its outer end, and is withdrawn by an armature 33 on the outer end, 
adapted to be attracted by a magnet 34, when the latter is ener- 
gized, this magnet being located in a normally open electric circuit 
indicated by the conductors 35 in Fig. 5, and which includes the 
rolls 14 and 23, and a suitable source of electric power, as the bat- 
tery 36, so that when the circuit is closed by the contact of the rolls 
14 and 23 the magnet will be energized to attract its armature to 
release the trigger or latch from engagement with the pan to 
allow the later to be withdrawn from normal position by the 
spring 37, or other suitable device. It is obvious from this ar- 
rangement that if for any reason paper is not present between the 
rolls 14 and 23, or through imperfections in the paper these rolls 
come in contact, the circuit will be closed so that the paste roll will 
be automatically withdrawn from its operative position in contact 
with the corrugating roll 14. When starting the machine the paste 
roll may be held in place by a suitable cam 38, which is thrown out 
of operative position, as shown in dotted lines in Fig. 1, after 
the paper is between the rolls, so as not to interfere with the auto- 
matic operation of the spring 37. 

An alarm of any suitable character may be included in the cir- 
cuit, as the bell 39, which will give a signal to show that the paper 
or web is not properly functioning. 

The rolls 13, 14 and 20 preferably are heated as by steam pipe 







































































connections 15 in any suitable manner now well understood in the 
art, whereby the corrugations are more readily set and the paste 
between the web and liner is more quickly dried and the moisture 
removed from the stock. The passage of the material through 
the machine under normal conditions is uninterrupted so that the 
several operations of corrugating the web, applying the paste to the 
crowns of its corrugations, bringing the web and liner or facing 
together and uniting them are performed in sequence and as a 
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continuous operation of the machine, the single faced corrugated 
paper passing from the roll 13, as shown in Fig. 1. 
CLAIMS. 

1. In a device of the class described, a pair of revolving paper 
corrugating rolls, a roll for applying paste to the crowns of a cor- 
rugated strip on one of the corrugating rolls, and a pressure roll to 
bring a lining sheet into contact with the corrugations of the web 
on the said corrugating roll, the other corrugating roll and the

paste roll having circumferential grooves, and two sets of fingers 
adjacent the corrugating roll carrying the web, the ends of the 
fingers of one set being located in the grooves of the other corru- 
gating roll and the ends of the fingers of the other set being in 
the grooves of the paste roll. 

2. In a device of the class described, a pair of revolving paper 
corrugating rolls, means for applying paste to the crowns of a 
corrugated strip on one of the rolls, a pressure roll to bring a lin- 
ing sheet into contact with the corrugations of the web on the said 
corrugated roll, and means to automatically stop the operation of 
the paste applying means. 

3. In a device of the class described, a pair of revolving paper 
corrugating rolls, a roll for applying paste to the crowns of a 
corrugated strip on one of the corrugating rolls, a pressure roll to 
bring a lining sheet into contact with the corrugations of the web 
on the said corrugated roll, a normally open electric circuit includ- 
ing said paste roll and the corrugating roll carrying the strip and 
adapted to be closed when said rolls contact, an electric magnetic 
latch device to hold the paste roll in place and operated to re- 
lease it when the circuit is closed, and means to withdraw the 
paste roll when the latch is released. 


Olive Waste for Paper Making 

It would seem that olive waste—that is, the residues obtained 
after pressing the oil out of the fruit—is an excellent raw material 
for making boards. The press cakes contain not only the fibre of 
the fruit pulp, but the fragments of the crushed kernels. 

The following results were obtained by the examination of some 
press cakes from Mitylene, submitted to prove that the stuff could 
be used for paper making. The mass showed no fibrous con- 
stituents, and was of a dark brown color and contained many 
lumps, the largest of which were about three-quarters of an inch 
in diameter. The presence of the kernel-shells was easily seen from 
their color, being paler than that of the remainder. At the same 
time, grass seeds and other foreign bodies were clearly visible, 
although in small quantities and in a condition permitting of their 
easy separation. The fruit pulp, when cleaned, imparts a yellowish 
tinge to water in which it is boiled and a deep brown to warm 
very dilute caustic soda lye. If a sample is boiled with such 
dilute lye, the fibres after rinsing show under the microscope a 
mixture free from fibres of any kind, although containing, among 
a mass of broken-down sclerenchyma, a few equally broken down 
vessels. 

The absence of any fibrous constituents excludes the stuff from 
paper making. It is also useless as a filling, as the hard angular 
scraps of kernel will tear the paper unless they are ground to the 
finest powder, and it seems a pity to waste power in doing that 
until olive waste is the only raw material at the paper maker's 
disposal.—Zentralblatt.

BAMBOO PULP THE FUTURE PAPER MAKING 
MATERIAL 


That bamboo pulp is the one materia! that is likely to come to 
the front as a main source of paper stock supply is the opinion of 
Harry Vincent, in the American Forestry for June. The difficulty 
heretefore has been in bleaching, as the coloring matter could not 
be eliminated except by the expensive caustic soda process. This 
has now been obviated. The great advantage that bamboo has over 
other pulp material is in the growing. A piece of land once estab- 
lished in bamboo can be cut over annually for an indefinite period, 
as given a favorably watered situation, and preferably a gravelly 
soil, the bamboo in the tropics grows to an altitude of 30 feet or 
more yearly. As it requires but a three year period to establish a 
field, it is perfectly plain that neither wood nor any other material 
can compete with it. As the United States has control over large 
territories in Porto Rico and the Panama Zone most suitable for 
bamboo cultivation (which is extremely simple), there should be 
no difficulty in getting a permanent future supply up to millions 
of tons a year. 

The advantages of bamboo as a pulp maker are: (1) It has a 
good, strong vegetable fibre; (2) it is in general easily accessible 
for water transport; (3) it is cheap and easily collected; (4) it is 
available in large quantities and abundant within a given area; (5) 
it is available for a regular and constant supply, and not subject to 
violent fluctuations either in quality or price; (6) it admits of sim- 
ple and ready treatment, mechanical, chemical or both, for easy and 
inexpensive conversion into bleached pulp; (7) land established in 
bamboo, which will take three years from first planting to reach a 
height of 30 to 40 feet, can then be reaped annually for an indefinite 
period. 

Ordinary thick walled bamboo, which, when given suitable soil 
and climate, grows with amazing rapidity and yields annually at 
least 40 tons to the acre, contains 50 per cent. of a very strong, yet 
fine and flexible, fibre, easily digested by the ordinary bisulphite 
process, and by a new method simply and inexpensively bleached, 
yielding when properly treated an excellent pulp, felting readily, and 
producing a paper pliant, resistant and opaque, of enduring color, 
thicker than other paper of the same weight, and forming one of 
the very finest of materials for writing and printing, and of ex- 
ceptional value for engraving. 

The oldest bamboo is thoroughly and completely digested, knots 
and all, by the ordinary bisulphite process; but care must be taken 
in the cooking, as there is no reason to suppose that all bamboos 
are alike. Pine, spruce and poplar are treated quite differently in 
cooking, and nearly every factory has its own formula, and different 
strengths and temperatures are used. Direct steam should never 
be used with bamboo, but always steam coils with not more than 
40 pounds pressure until the last two hours, after first liberating the 
gases derived from bamboo, which are different from those of 
wood. The mechanical portion which is absolutely essential to this 
process is a preparation of the bamboo for cooking as well as for 
bleaching. After being selected and assorted the bamboo has to 
be crushed in exactly the same manner as sugar cane, when it will 
appear after removal of the sap somewhat similar to mogass, al- 
most pulverized, and a slightly damp, spongy mass. In this form 
the bamboo is extremely permeable by the cooking solution, which 
can be used comparatively weak and without any necessity for a 
high pressure of steam. In all cases a solution to be used with 
bamboo should be as nearly neutral as possible. It may be slightly 
alkaline or slightly acid, but excess in either direction will waste a 
large amount of the fine fibres, and acts adversely on the chemical 
constituents of bamboo, These fine fibres are, according to Wil- 


dridge and Ekman, of great value in forming a close, opaque sheet 
of paper. They represent about a third of the cellulose, and unless 
the necessary precautions are adopted they will be lost in the 
So, obviously no part of the preparatory 


strainers and washers. 


treatment can be carried out away from the place of growth of 
the bamboo. 

The bleaching process is entirely new and differs from any other 
used for making pulps. It consists in an intermediate process, the 
object of which is to prepare the pulp for bleaching by steeping the 
bamboo after it has been cooked for a few hours in a solution made 
from electrolyzed sea water, salt and diluted sulphuric acid; then 
after drawing off the solution (which can be used over and over 
again), giving the pulp a further bath in a very weak alkali and 
thoroughly washing it, when the whole coloring matter comes 
away, and a clean, fine and strong light colored pulp is left, which 
is now more easily bleached than any other pulp now in use. No 
other ingredients are necessary than those specified, which are of 
the cheapest possible description, and only a light electric current 
is required. The whole expense of the intermediate process will 
not add, including the bleaching, more than $4 per ton to the cost 
of the pulp. Both the process and the apparatus for producing the 
solution (which makes use of a novel process in electrolysis) are 
patented, and there is no other known means .of fully bleaching 
matured bamboo, except the antediluvian Chinese method of “ret- 
ting.” 

Under intelligent administration of tropical labor, especially under 
the farming system, which is so successful a feature of the sugar 
cane industry in some of the West Indian islands, the raw materiai 
should not cost more than $2 per long cord (approximately a 
ton), delivered at the mill, and the total cost per ton of pulp at a 
factory turning out 1,000 tons per month should not exceed $30 
for a high grade bleached pulp, worth, at an extremely modest 
estimate, $50. 

Supplementing the above. the editor of the American Forestry 
says: “The search for paper pulp material to meet the great and 
growing demand is of the greatest interest. The increasing scarcity 
and cost of spruce has already led to successful experiments with 
other woods, formerly disregarded, but experimenters are continu- 
ally looking for material which can be grown more rapidly than 
trees. The foregoing article suggests a possible promising source 
of supply, but it must be remembered that bamboo is a tropical 
product, and that our mills, representing an enormous investment, 
are in the North. The utilization of bamboo on a large commercial 
scale would involve a considerable readjustment of the pulp in- 
dustry, and the solving of many questions, among which that of 
labor would not be the least. It can, therefore, hardly be regarded 
as a possibility of the immediate future, although well worth con- 
sideration in connection with an ultimate supply.”

Port Huron is to have a new industry which promises to de- 
velop into one of the most important manufacturing institutions in 
this city. 

The Port Huron Paper Company is the name of the new con- 
cern, of which Frank J. Haynes is president. The company will 
manufacture high grade papers, using the pulp product of the 
Michigan Sulphite Fibre Company. The plant will be located 
close to the Fibre Company’s buildings. 

John E. Daley, one of the best known paper makers in the coun- 
try, will manage the new concern. Employment will eventually 
be given to about 300 hands, and at least a quarter of a million 
dollars will be paid annually in wages, 

The common stock of the company was over-subscribed, and the 
bonds will now be sold. It is thought that paper will be turned 
out in time for the fall trade.

REGENT APPRAISERS’ DEGISIONS 
Thickness of Lithographic Prints 


Protest 459215/2860—F. L. Roberts & Co., Boston, Mass.—Fischer, General 
Appraiser. 

The merchandise in question consisted of lithographically printed 
paper articles, upon which duty was assessed at 20 cents per pound 
under paragraph 412, tariff of 1909, as lithographic prints. The 
importers claimed the merchandise should be classified under an 
inapplicable subdivision of paragraph 412, and that under said para- 
graph the duty should have been assessed at 7 cents per pound. 
The appraiser tested the official samples by measuring the prints 
with a micrometer gauge, or caliper, and found that they were 
under .oo8 of an inch in thickness. The correctness of the col- 
lector’s assessment was accordingly affirmed and the protest over- 
ruled. 


Onionskin Paper 


Protest 460234/3640—Illinois Central Railroad, New Orleans, La.—Fischer, 
General Appraiser. 


The merchandise is reported to be a variety of paper known to 
the trade as “onionskin,” or imitation “onionskin,” and was as- 
sessed for duty at 3 cents per pound and 15 per cent. ad valorem, 
under provisions of paragraph 413, tariff of 1909. 
at lower rates were raised by the importers. 


Various claims 
These cases were 
before the appraiser on records, together with samples, and upon 
examination no error was disclosed in the classification. The pro- 
test was accordingly overruled. 


Decorated Surface-Goated Paper 
Protest 485925 /18209—William Seyd, New York.—Fischer, General Appraiser. 
The merchandise consisted of a so-called marble paper, upon 
which duty was assessed at 5 cents per pound under paragraph 411, 
tariff act of 1909, as coated paper. 


It was claimed dutiable prop- 
erly at 4% 


cents per pound under provisions of same paragraph 
relating to “papers, including wrapping paper, with the surface 
decorated or covered with a design, fancy effect, pattern or char- 


acter.” For the reason stated in G. A. 7131 (T. D. 31101) the pro- 
test was overruled. 


Articles Made of Litho Prints 


Protest 381725 /30238—Downing, Judae & Co., Chicago, Ill—Fischer, General 
Appraiser. 


This case involves the assessment of duty on paper articles in- 
voiced as lithographic prints. The said articles are so-called “Krip- 
pen,” in chief value of paper and made up of separate lithographic 
prints. Duty was assessed at 35 per cent. ad valorem under para- 
graph 407, tariff act of 1897. Goods were claimed dutiable as litho- 
graphic prints or as printed matter under said act. The protest 
was overruled on the authority of the ruling in Knauth vs. United 
States (T. D. 31,499). 


Flax Waste 
Protest 461690—W. F. Corne, Boston, Mass., Somerville, General Appraiser. 
The importations consisted of flax waste, which was assessed for 
duty under paragraph 479 of the tariff act of 1909, as “waste, not 
specially provided for,” at 20 per cent. ad valorem. A hearing 
was had at Boston, where the assistant appraiser testified that the 
article in question was of a higher grade than that used for paper 
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stock and of a higher cost than was usually used for this purpose, 
The importer requested that the testimony heretofore taken in 
protests 407,433 and 408,238 should be applied in this case. The 
case referred to is reported as in re Wood, G. A. 7,186 (T. D. 31,- 
400). That case involved a large number of samples, some of 
which were held to be dutiable as chiefly used for manufacturing 
paper, and others held not to be so chiefly used. The testimony 
referred to does not enable us to apply it in such way to these im- 
portations as to hold that the classification made by the collector 
was erroneous. The protests claiming free entry under paragraph 


644 were accordingly overruled and the decision of the collector 
affirmed in each case. 


Lithographed Show Cards 
Protest 279069—25562—Downing, Judae & Co., Chicago, Ill.—Fischer, Gen- 
eral Appraiser. 

In this case printed show cards, which were classified as litho- 
praghic prints under paragraph 400, tariff act of 1897, were claimed 
to be dutiable under paragraph 403 (printed matter), or under 
paragraph 407 (manufactures of paper). The appraiser found from 
the samples that the articles were sheets of heavy paper board, 
upon which appeared advertising matter printed by the lithographic 
process. It was urged that the ruling of the United States Court 
of Customs Appeals in the case of Knauth, Nachod & Kuhne ys, 
United States (T. D. 31,499) is controlling as to the classification 
of the merchandise here in question, In other words, these show 
cards, consisting of mounted lithographic prints, have ceased to 
be lithographic prints for dutiable purposes under paragraph 400, 
by reason of the fact that the lithographic print is pasted over the 
front and back of the cardboard. The goods differ from the wall 
pockets passed on in the Knauth case, in that the show cards are 
clearly in the nature of printed matter, and the printing is their 
only feature, without which the article would have little, if any, 
value. They are lithographic prints, and the collector’s assessment 
was held to be correct, and the protests were overruled. 


Illustrations for Books 


Protest 469356—Educational Publishing Company, 
General Appraiser. 


The merchandise in question was invoiced as “sets of coloring 
books,” and found to consist of sheets of colored lithographic 
prints intended for use as inserts in paint books for children’s use. 
Duty was assessed at the rate of 20 cents per pound, the collector 
classifying the same as articles of paper lithographically printed, 
measuring under 0.008 of an inch in thickness, under the provisions 
of paragraph 412, tariff act of 1909. It was claimed that the mer- 
chandise was dutiable properly at 25 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 416 of said act as books, unbound, not specially pro- 
vided for, or at the rate of 6 cents per pound under paragraph 412, 
as books for children’s use. The appraiser was satisfied that the 
collector did not err in the classification of the merchandise. The 
importation does not comprise unbound books in sheet form. The 
illustrations only are imported, and the illustrative exhibit shows 
that practically one-half of the complete work is made up of added 
blank sheets. The appraiser ruled that the material imported was 
simply illustrations to form part of books, and constitutes in fact 
only part of the necessary material for the books. The printed 
sheets in question are not books in unbound form and would not 


properly respond or answer to that description. The decision of 
the collector was therefore affirmed.

PAPER.—The week just past has been one of general quietude 
in the paper industry, attributed partially to the abnormally hot 
weather and partly to the midsummer shutdowns and vacations. 
Conditions in the local market are typical of the midsummer sea- 
son, and transactions have been of a routine nature only. Outside 
of business that could not be postponed there was nothing doing 
in the various grades of paper. The demand has been at a very 
low level, and presented a listless appearance. Under the prevail- 
ing conditions the consumers see no reason for increasing their 
orders beyond their daily necessities, and this feeling is undoubt- 
edly going to continue until the dog days are over. Many of 
the local paper dealers are now filling in their time in taking the 
regular semi-annual stock inventory. On account of the holidays 
this month has had a bad start in a business way. For some time 
past the progress in nearly all grades has been growing less and 
less, and such a condition has never been conducive to an in- 
creased activity—especiaily during the hot weather months. As 
the return of normal times depends upon the outcome of the 
reciprocity pact with Canada, there are hopes that this will be 
accomplished in time to allow an active fall trade. While there is 
a seasonable demand for news print paper, but few new contracts 
are being made, as consumers are holding off until they know 
how matters will turn out in Canada. The demand for domestic 
Krafts is reported seasonably good, while imported is practically 
a dead issue. Fibre papers are running well, but Manilas are re- 
ported weak. Tissues, Box Boards, Bonds, Ledgers, Books and 
Writing remain about in the same condition’ as previously re-
